PronLio Bonoon EpvcarioNn—Ax Arrewrr
To CHANOR Tup PasseExt SYSTEM OF ADMmis-
10X T0 ToE Hion Scnoowns.—The opponents
to the present system [of admitting pupils into
the Boys' Contial High and the Gicls' Normal
Hchools, are unsing every effort to secure the
repeal of the rle adopted a couple of years
g'nce by the Board of Pablle Education, s ro-
?urlml by the Committee on Ravision of Studies,

‘rior to the mode now in existence, candidates
f r admission to these high echools were com-
pelled to undergo an examlnation conduacted by
the professors ol oeach institution, and then the
necesaary number of fipplicants received cortifn-
cates of admission according to merit, but now
the examinations are superintended entirely
by the principais of the grammar schools, and
the pupils are advanced according to the de-
mand by the two high schools, Under this
Elm frequently two requisitions are made

fore the vacancies are filled, and in securing
the pupils it more frequently ocenrs that incom-
petent younyg ladies and gentlemen are obtalned,
who, of necessity, have to be dropped. For-
merly there were more applicants than could be
accommodated, and instead of belng dropped,
those rejected returned to the schools whence
they eame and urderwent an additional six
months' tultion, when they were agaln sent for
examination, and, in nearly every such case, ad-
mitted. Under the “dropping” system, at the
recent examinations of those already in the High
Schools, 9 girls and 7 boys who had been ad-
mitted =ix months ago had their publie school
career ended by belng unable to keep up with
thelr fellow-pupils. The present manner of
admitting eadets to West Polnt and the Naval
Academy is advoeated, and it is similar to that
in vogue in Philadelphin several years since.
They have a certain  standard, which
if not reached rejects the candidate, but that
rejection does not debar him again appeariog at
a subsequent examioation. This sobjeet |s
causing considerable excitement in our Board of
Public Education, a majority of whom are in
favor of returning to the old manner of admis-
elons, but they are unable to accomplizh that
result, by reason of a provision, which was=
adopted at the organization of the hoard under
the act of Assembly transferring the selection
of ils members from the people to the courts, re-
ghiring that, to repeal any of the rules of the
board, a iwo-thirds vote should be necessary.
However. its advocates are doing their ntmost
to repeal a role which they think is doing in-
caleulable injury to public school education.

Tue MercuasTs AND THE INcOME Tax.—

Resolved, That the Commercial Exchange, repre-
senting largely the mercantile Interesta of Philadel-
phin, do protest most earnestly against the enact-
ment by Congress of any law lmposing any income
tax.

Because an income tax i3 necessarily nunequal and
partial in 118 operation, as1s shown by the presant
bill; wiich aelects abont 200,000 parsons out of a
population of upwards of 40,000,000 for speclal and
offensive taxation,

Becaunse it 18 unpopular with and hatefal to the
people, the Indisputable evidence of this Leing that
thousands of remonstraneesd against and not one
petition in favorof it have been presented to Con-
ETeEs,

Because it throws wide open the gates of fraud
and perjury, whereby thousands of the dishonest
can readily and easlly avold Its payment,

Because it 18 inquisitorinl, authorizing and requir-
fng Government agents to inquire and pry ioto the
private business arfalrs of all persons (whether they
are llable or not for (L8 payment) ; an impertinent {n-
qulsition, when unnecessary, and pecallarly offen-
Bive and odious to an American eltizen.

Becanse the sum which the Govetnment wounld
realize from this detestable tax wonld be compara-
uvely witting, not excedding aunually over seven to
elght millions.

And especially because it 1s abhsolately and evl-
dently unuccessary, as I8 clearly and indisputably
shown by the enormous annual recelpts of the Trea-
sury, cnabling the Government during the past flacal
year to pay oif over §100,000,000 of the national debt.
(A financial achicvement upparalleled in the history
of nations, but which, when caused by excessive
taxation, 18 of guestionable propriety.)

Resoleed, 'That we approve of the rathfolaess of
the Secretary of the Treasury n collecting the reve-
nues of the country and of his appropriation of its
surplus funds to the payment of the national debt,
but that we abhor and denounce the unwise policy
Of re-enacling an unnecessary income tax, and of
continuing the present onerous, urprcas!ve and in-
discriminate system of taxation which now lies an
incubus upon and paralyzing trade, commerce,
manufactures and every other Industrial interest of
the country, and which savors more of the rolly of
the man who killed the goose that laid the golden
ez daily than of the wisdom of the skilful inancier
and the far-feelng, sagacious, accomplished states-
mwan.

“While the Wall street markets have been gene-
rally dull to-day, many of the larger dealers belng
still absent in prolongation of the Fourth-of-July
holiday, the course of prices hnudjnuttlled our opi-
nlon that prices may rise while gold goes down.

“The earliest quotation of gold was 1113, from
which, after a vise to 1117, there was a wlual
decline to 11134 at the close, the market belpng de-
pressed by the rumor that Treasurer Spinner was
selling the two and a half millions of Jualy gold in-
terest belonging to the bonds in his charge, Of
course the right of Mr, Spinper to do this 18 nunde-
niable, although there is a disposition In some
quarters to accuse him and the whole ad-
ministration of gold and stock gambling
every. time this operation occuars, which it
does about four times o year., By entering the mar-
ket privately he is enablied to get the best price for
his gold, and 14 thus able to increase the amount of
the ulniﬂing fand, Although the rumor was quite
current this evenlog, there was no contirmation of (¢
to be obtained at the Sub-Treasury, While it may
or may not be true, It is evident that It was used to
depress gold for the purpose of assisting the ‘bulls’
in the stock market, who are endeavoring to buy as
cheaply as pogsible for the generally expected ad-
vandce which I8 to be the greab featare of Wall straeet
this summer, Again the market was lower in sum-
mer with a nominal reduction in the rates for for-
elgn exchange, while the gquotations for 62's in Lon-
don to-day came the highest yet, vz, 90%@01.

“The supply of money avallable for demand loans
i8 still in excess of the requireaments of the street,
and the rate in such trunsactions is three to foar per
cent,, according to the collaterals submitted by the
lenders, The stock houses are able to borrow ail
they wish at four per cent, The Government dealers
have large balances left with them at three. In dis-
counts there 8 less movement, except for short
dates, Prime names indorsed and donble names are
quoted from five and a half to seven per cent,

“The lower rapge of the gold guotation infln-
enced lower prices In the Government market, but
the decline brought out few bonds. The London
quotation in advancing to 907%@01 checks specula-
tive sales and encourages holders. While the cur-
rency prices 10-1!&.{ deciined about three-eighths per
cent, as compared with Baturday, the gold price of
bonds really advanced,”

The Orleans Princes— Thelr Letter 19 the
French Chamber of Doputles—Figare's Reply
for the Emperor.

The following is the letter recently addressed
hy the Orleans Princes to the French Corps
Legislatif regarding the restoration of their
rights: —

Messleurs les Deputes:—You have had lald before
you a prormfml to abrogate the exceptional mea-
sures levelled against us, In the face of this propo-
sitton, we feel bound not to remaln silent. Since
1548, under the governmant of the republie, we have
protested sgafust this law which exiles us, a law
which nothivg justited then, and nothing has justi-
tied since, and we now rene ¥ our prot2st before the
representatives of our country. It 18 not a
Isvor that we ask it Is a right, a
right which belongs to all Frenchmen, and of which
we alone are despoiled. 1t is our country to which
we ask to be restored—our coantry which we love,
which our family has always loyally served, from
which not one of our traditions separates us, and
whose nume along ever makes our hearts at;
for uothing can compensate the exiled for their
abgent country. Slgned by Count de Paris, Prince
de Jeipvile, Due d'Anmale, Due deé Chartres,” The
Paris corregpondent of the Eehe writes, Juns 24:—
e letter of the Orieans princes contlpues ta be
the subiject of the day.
